1.  (ii)  LaboraLory  facililles. 

In  November  iy3y  Laboratories  were  established  at  Aberyst- 
wytli  and  Conway,  under  tlie  IMedical  Research  Council,  and 
Examinations  are  carried  out  by  competent  pathologists  at  each 
place. 

The  Laboratories  are  under  the  superintendence  of  Cr.  Ahm 
C.  Jones  at  Aberystwyth,  and  Dr.  Robinson  at  Conwa}’,  and  have 
proved  of  immense  value  to  Medical  Practitioners  and  to  the 
Authorities. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  after  the  present  crisis  is  over  that  these 
Laboratories  will  remain. 

The  e.xamination  of  IMilk  samples  is  being  carried  out  by  tlie 
County  Council  at  Alierystwyth  as  heretofore. 


/.  (ii)b  Ambulance  jacililies. 

1.  For  infectious  cases  an  Ambulance  is  provided  in  connec- 
tion with  the  County  Isolation  Hospital  at  Corwen. 

2.  For  non-in fectious  cases.  The  Cotta.ge  Hospital  at  Blaen- 
au Festiniog  and  Towyn  liave  their  own  Ambulance.  The  Deu- 
draeth  Rural  District  Council  have  an  Ambulance  in  co-operation 
with  tlie  Portmadoc  Url-ian  Council,  and  this  is  stationed  at 
Cookes’  Explosive  Works,  Peiirhyndcudraeth. 

Bala  ITban  and  Penllyn  Rural  District  Councils  possess  an 
Ambulance. 

The  luleyniion  Rural  District  Council  have  provided  an  Am- 
bulance for  that  district.

I.  (iij  (c)  A’  ursing  in  Ihc  Homes. 

This  work'  is  carried  out  hy  iS  Voluntary  District  A'ursing 
Associations  who  employ  State  Registered  Nurses,  Queens’ 
Nurses  and  “ village  ” and/or  indei)cndent  nurses,  who  are  all 
State  Registered  INlidwives. 

The  duties  placed  ui)ou  tire  County  Council  under  the  Mid- 
wives Act  193^  have  been  delegated  to  the  County  and  District 
A”ursing  Associations,  for  which  the  County  Council  makes  an 
annual  grant  not  exceeding  ;(^i,5oo. 

The  jMidwives  are  supervised  by  the  Non-Medical  Sui^ervisor 
of  i\fidwives  appointed  by  the  County  Council,  INIrs.  Eleanor 
Owen,  who  also  acts  as  County  Superintendent  of  General. 
N'ursing.

Grants  are  also  made  to  District  Nursing  Associations  for  other 
work  carried  cut  for  the  County  Council. 

1.  (ii)  (d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

These  were  set  out  in  detail  in  the  Report  for  193S,  and  there, 
has  been  no  material  change. 

Notwithstanding  the  difliculties  of  the  present  tint'd;,  all  these.. 
Clinics  have  functioned  without  a break. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  in  the  INIedical  charge  of  Mr.  J.' 
Ganlener  Wigley,  F.R.C.S.  (England),  and  held  in  the  three  hos- 
pitals of  the  County  in  rotation,  and  are  very  well  attended. 

For  cases  from  Penllyn  and  Fkleyrnion  districts,  s[>ecial  ar- 
rangements are  made  with  IMr.  Wigle\'  through  the  County  Med- 
ical Officer,  and  ap])lication  must  be  made  to  him  before  easel 
can  be  sent  to  this  Clinic.

It  is  a matter  of  great  regret  that  so  few  cases  of  expectatU 
mothers  avail  themselves  of  the  scheme  of  Dental  Treatment  pro 
\iiled  for  them  by  the  Council.  Of  its  need  there  can  be  n< 
<l"estion. 
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Venereal  Diseases. 

The  County  Council  has  in  conjunction  with  the  County 
Councils  of  Anglesey  and  Caernarvonshire  established  a treatment 
Centre  at  the  Caernarvonshire  and  Anglesey  Infirmary,  Bangor. 

The  Centre  is  open  foi;  male  patients  on  Tuesday,  from  2 — 5 
p.m.,  and  for  female  patients  on  Fridays,  from  2 — 5 p.m. 

The  pathologist  under  the  scheme  is  Prof.  T.  B.  Davies,  1\1.D., 
INI.R.C.P.,  The  Thompson  Yates  Daboratories,  The  Univensity, 
Liverpool,  and  speciments  should  be  sent,  if  possible,  to  reach 
the  Laboratory  on  Thursday  in  any  week. 

Outfits  will  be  su])])lied  to  any  Medical  Practitioner  on  applica- 
tion to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  County  Oflices,  Dolgelley. 

Six  specimens  for  INIicroscopal  detection  of  organisms  were  sent 
from  the  treatment  Centre,  and  nine  for  Wassenuan  tests. 

Seven  were  also  sent  for  Hospital  and  eight  by  Private  Prac- 
titioners.

AXTK-XATAR  AXD  PUST-XATAR  SCHEMES. 

One  Scheme  is  a general  i)ractitioner  scheme  by  which  non- 
insured  women  who  have  engaged  a state  certified  midwife  can 
be  seen  by  a doctor  of  their  own  choice.  25  such  cases  were  seen 
ante-natally  and  2 post-natally.  There  is  room  for  the  extension 
of  this  service,  especially  in  the  examination  of  women  post- 
natally. 

The  other  Scheme  ju'ovides  for  ante-natal  clinics  now'  .held 
every  6 weeks  at  the  three  Cottage  Hospitals  in  rotation,  and  the 
cases  are  seen  by  IMr.  J.  Gardiner  Wigley.  These  clinics  are 
closely  connected  with  the  hospital  scheme  for  difficult  cases,  as 
IMr.  Wigley  is  the  Obstetric  Consultant  to  the  City  Hospital, 
Chester,  where  our  “difficult  cases’’  are  sent. 

A letter  is  sent  to  every  doctor  in  the  County  before  each 
clinic,  and  patients  can  attend  at  any  clinic  irrespective  of  the 
area  in  which  they  live.  A report  is  sent  to  any  doctor  not  able 
personally  to  consult  Mr.  Wigley  at  these  clinics. 

55  cases  were  seen  ante-natally  and  five  post-natally.

Medical  Officer  is  responsible  for  the  oiy,anisation  of  all  the  Air 
Raid  Casualty  Services  — hospitals,  first  aid  ]/osts,  parties  and 
points,  ambulances  and  cars  for  sittiiiy  ca.ses.  These  services  are 
])laced  in  the  various  districts  of  the  County. 

The  hosintals,  which  are  in  Class  i B,  are  at  Blaenau  Festin- 
io.o:,  Dolyelley  and  Towyn,  and  each  lias  an  Annexe  equipped  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  other  hospitals  in  this  category  are: — the  Public  Assistance 
In.stitutions  at  Bala,  Doloelley  and  Penrhyndeudraeth.  . 

There  are  two  IMobile  Units,  one  at  Blaenau  Festinio.q,  and  the 
other  at  I'owyn.  Blach  is  in  the  charge  of  a IMedical  Officer  and 
a Trained  Nurse. 

These  have  their  ec|uipinent  ])acked  in  boxes  and  can  be  trans- 
ported to  any.  place  where  casualties  have  occurred.
